of the waters of Niagara Falls. 
The. 


object, of that enactment was to conserve 
the waters of the falls against the en- 
croachment of commercial enterprise. 
It 


was destined as a purely temporary 
measure to be supplanted by a general 
convention or treaty on this subject be- 
tween the United States and Canada am? 
which is intended to cover also the dispo- 
sition of other waters forming a boundary 
line between the two countries. 


The Burton law expired In less than a 


year and a half. 
Those opposing its 


re-enactment for ten years, as Is pro- 
posed in some quarters, declare this is 
a distinct advantage to the Canadians, 
who, 
because such a large portion of the 


falls are on the Canadian side of the river, 
are content to let existing conditions re- 
main In preference to'agreeing to a treaty 
which will restrict the provisions they 
now enjoy. 
For this reason, It Is argued, 


the law should not be re-enacted, as there 
would be greater Incentive to delay In 
the execution of a genaral treaty on the 
part of the Canadian*. 
Treaty Long Pending. 


The question of signing a treaty cov- 


ering the disposition of all the waterways 
between the two countries has been penrl 
ing between the United States and Great 
Britain for a long time. 
Some time tin 


month the British ambassador, Jame: 
Brycc. Is going to Ottawa for a consulta 
tlon with lha Canadian authorities, but 
whethur this will develop into active steps 
toward the formation of a treaty on the 
general subject Is not stated. 
The In- 


ternational waterways commission, which 
Is made up of members from the United 
States and Canada, has turned in a mass 
of information on the whole question 
which has been laid before the two gov- 
ernments. 


Tho United States government wants a 


treaty prepared and ratified at this ses- 
sion of congress if possible. 
At the 


same time It Is desirable that this shall 
be accomplished so that the Canadian 
parliament may act in the matter. 
All 


this could be done before June of nex* 
year, when the present Burton law ex 
plres by limitation. 


A failure to reach an understanding in 


the form of a treaty between the two 
countries at an early date will necessi- 
tate the passage of some form of legisla- 
tion extending the present law—a resort 
to which Is bitterly opposed by some New 
York interests.

EDITOR TRIBUNE: 'In acceptance of the offer made by you 


ast evening over the telephone to correct any misquotations in the 
eport published last evening in THE TRIBUNE of my remarks 
iefore the Merchants' lunch, I beg to state that I did not in any way 
>lame President Roosevelt for anything. In fact, I stated that the 
ctivity of the people of the country today" in affairs of government 
was, in my opinion, due to a considerable measure to the commend- 
able and aggressive example set by our great President and then I 
jointed out the danger of letting the pendulum swing further than 
n the manner proposed by the President, along the line of investi- 
gation, and the danger of allowing the pendulum to swing to the 
extent, of making random and unwarrantable charges against men 
n public office simply because they are public officers. I stated 
hat there seemed to be a growing tendency upon the part of some 
people to call all public officers grafters and thieves without in- 
estigation. 
Get Acquainted With 
Officials 


I urged that the citizens of this county become acquainted with 


:heir county government and with their county officials and stated 
that if they would do this they would find a great many weak points 
n our present system of county government; that .they would also 
find some good points; that until they really knew what was good 
and what was bad in our present form of county government that 
I did not believe they were qualified to vote intelligently upon anys 
change. 


I also stated that if they would investigate not only the form 


of our county government but the personnel of the offices of our 
county that they would find many honest, conscientious and capable 
county officers performing their duties to the best of their ability; 
that I, for one, was ready to call "Hold, enough," on this proposition 
of indiscriminately labeling all public officers as grafters, simply be- 
cause they were public officers and that I didn't care whether in so 
doing I would be condemned or not. 
Time to Cry a Haft 


I stated that the time had come to stop this kind of thing. In- 


vestigate, single out the rogues in office, those who are not per- 
forming their duties honestly and conscientiously, put them out of 
office; but say "Well done" to those officers who are performing 
their duties. 


I stated that I did nob believe that any good was going to come 


from indiscriminate abuse of public officials because that kind of 
thing simply'made the honest men of the community,, those who 
care for their good name, determined to refrain from entering pub- 
lic life and thus left the field open to the opposite kind and also 
stated that I proposed to continue in doing everything within my 
power, in my official capacity, to eliminate all needless, duplicate 
and wasteful expenditures of public moneys and to oust any officer 
who did not honestly perform the duties of his office.

An Object Lesson in French Morals. 


The bitterness and dead sei iishes of the marriage of American 


heiresses' with impecunious foreign noblemen are the portion of 
Anna Gould, divorced wife of Count Boni de Castellane. The dis- 
graceful public encounters and rtcritfiinations over her indulged in 
by de Castellane and his equally disreputable cousin, Prince de 
Sagan, w Duld be an unspeakable humiliation to a woman of delicacy 
and innate refinement. They are an ineffable reproach to American 
women of wealth who go title-hunting among the debauchees and 
bankrupts of an effete and shameless aristocracy. How the ci-devant 
Countess of Castellane can remain in Paris with this degrading con- 
troversy going on under her nose passes comprehension. 
But per- 


haps she is entitled to lenient judgment because she has been for- 
bidden by the French court which granted her divorce from remov- 
4«f her children from the soil of France. She accepts the soil to 
her name and the shame to her womanhood rather than surrender 
the guardianship of her children to their blackguard father. 


However, the scandalous doings of de Castellane and de Sagan 


regarding the divorced wife of the former are as deep a disgrace to 
French society as they are shocking to the 
American 
sense of 


propriety. They disclose a standard of morality, decency and 
•chivalry among the so-called haute ton of the French metropolis 
that is not a whit better than that of the tenderloin of any large 
American city. De Castellane and de Sagan are 
merely titled 


maquereaux. They are publicly contending like a pair of ill-bred 
hounds for the privilege of living off a woman. The favor of the 
lady is nerely a pretext for spending her money. 
This pair of 


precious blackguards belong to the lowest order of humanity—para- 
sites on women. 


That an American woman should be the bone of contention 


between these noble sorners is a sore hurt to American pride. But 
what shall be said of a society that tolerates them and affects to! 


regard them as the flowers of aristocracy? 
They disgrace French 


manhood; they give the term French aristocrat a foul and malignant 
meaning, they are ulcerated specimens of a rotten society that has 
forgotten to blush and is lost to sense of shame. Let the unfortu- 
nate woman be-ever so weak and foolish—wicked even—the human 
dogs quarreling at her door are infinitely worse. They represent a 
type that has been the scorn and contempt of mankind, in'all ages. 
They are the decayed fruit of social corruption. 
In a sense they re- 


semble some orchids which are attractive to view but poisonous to 
the touch and surrounded by deadly miasma. It is a reproach to 
French decency and manhood that the Paris press ridicules and 
lampoon.-, the helpless woman in the case, derides her nationality 
and makes her wretched plight the theme of ribald comment reek- 
ing with foul innuendo instead of castigating the pair of importunate 
pimps who gre making her name a by-word throughout Europe and 
America. 
And French society .shows its true mettle by hugging 


these carrion to its bosom instead of casting them out as leprous and 
infamous. 


But what a lesson and warning there is for title-loving American 


women in the sad and shameful experience of Anna Gould! 
The 


warning lesson is, however, apparently unheeded, for the daughters 
of parvenu American millionaires continue to sell themselves to 
rakes and spendthrifts born to titles which they disgrace and to a 
social distinction which gilds vice that mark the degenerate out- 
cast in a normally constituted healthy society.

As the 
rainy stason is, under ordinary conditions, shorter in the southern 
counties than it is in northern California, the prospects are, so far, 
discouraging in that section. Bat if the rainfall this month and 
through March comes up to the normal even the southern counties 
may pu 1 through satisfactorily, and a fair crop of cereals and fruits 
be seasonably harvested.

The San Francisco Park Commissioners have become thoi- 


oughly alarmed over'the possibility of the Baden smelter being 
jut in operation.

Federal Supreme Court 


Puts a Permanent 


End to Ticket Scalping 


The Federal Supreme Court has- at 


last confirmed In authoritative form 
the long- line of decisions in the Fed- 
eral courts against ticket scalping: by 
affirming the injunction issued by the 
Supreme Court of Louisiana against 
the resale of limited or reduced fare 
railroad ti^ets. 


It is *xiw nearly thirty years since 


legislation was secured In this state, 
followed by New Jersey, against the 
resale of railroad tickets. It Is twenty 
years since, In 1888, a vigorous cam- 
paign began. In 1897 legislation was 
secured in New York and in 1898 it 
was sought in Congress 
The New- 


York statute was declared unconsti- 
tutional b^the New York court of ap- 
peals In 1898. and the Everett act met 
the same fate In 1901. The New York 
courts, though with dissenting opin- 
ions, have held that a railroad ticket 
was property and that, once bought, 
its sale could not be interferred with. 
The Illinois Supreme Court reached a 
like conclusion, and it is the general 
drift of common law that a common 
carrier 
cannot limit contracts £or 


transportation. 


The Pennsylvania courts have held a 


different 
doctrine, ending in Judge 


Potter's decision in the Superior Court 
in 1899. In Texas and other States a 
like doctrine has been held, and the 
Federal courts have tor 5 ears tended 
to regard it lawful to prohibit the re- 
sale of special rate, excursion or lim- 
ited railroad tickets 


Judge Boarman, four years aga, held 


in a Kentucky case that it was the 
settled doctrine of the Federal courts 
that a contract for transportation 
could be limited to the original holder. 
Judge Wood of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court confirmed this 
This led to 


the free resort to Federal courts to 
enjoin the resale -of railroad excursion 
tickets at 
gicat gatherings 
This 


was done at the Epwoith League in 
San Francisco, 1101 the Grand Armv 
at "Washington at the St Louis ex- 
position and elsewheie. 


Such Injunctions ha\e also been is- 


sued b\ the State courts and one o: 
them was .sought in Louisiana 
The 


bought, and then and there reject It 
or adjust the price. 


Such a. decision is simply justice and 


will be concurred In most heartily by 
fruit growers "everywhere, whether the 
commission me ndo so or not. To buy 
farm or orchard products and then at- 
tempt to shirk the responsibility and 
results of bad and careless handling 
ten days thereafter, smacks of veiy 
poor business from an;i point of view.

cigarettes is bad enough—for women— 
but to pass a law that makes it il- 
legal is asinine.

er -crimes ignored! Did }ou ever stop 
to think how many young widows

The suit against the directors of the 
lalifornla Bank, which was brought on 
January 31, this-year, by S. F. Austin, 
a depositor, and the following 'stock- 
holders. T. V. Miller, James Molr, James 
Rutherford, Kate Keay and John Or- 
chison, will be called in court Wednes- 
day. 
The directors named as defend- 


ents ape John W. FhiiVLps, J. B. Rich- 
ardson. James P. Taylor and Benjamte- 
Smith. 


The action !s • based upon the alleged 


misappropriation of funds to the amount 
of S246,592..x5 by Edward Collins, former 
president of the California Bank. 
The 


plaintiffs say that Collins, acting 
as 


president of the .bank, made loans which 
he knew coukl not be repaid. 
These 


loans were to himself, some to S. Col- 
lins £ 
Sons, bankers, 
Ventura, and 


the 
Northwestern Construction 
Com- 


.ny. 
The plaintiffs 'ask that they be 


paid pro rata according to their hold- 
ings. 
Thinks Suit an Error. 


Beinp asked what effect, if any, the 


suit briugrht by S. S. Austin, James 
Rutherford and others against four of 
the directors of the California Bank for 
the 
recovery of approximately $230,000 


will have upon the settlement of the in- 
stitution's affairs, 
Receiver Edoff 
said 


this morning: 


"The filing o? the suit is in my judg- 


ment the worst mistake that they could 
have made. 
The suit has been brought 


against the very men who were straining 
their efforts 
to rehabilitate the bank. 


They had obtained signatures to their 
plan of rehabilitation representing nearly 
$750,000- and they lacked only about $250,- 
000 morn to be In a position to ac;t. With 
-the requisite amount of 
the 
deposits 


signed up the directors sued were ready 
to put up the money required by the 
Bank Corhmiasloners to qualify the in- 
stitution to resume business, and the 
doors of the bank 
would have been 


promptly reopened. 
Everything1 was in 


a fair way for the accomplishment of 
these results when this suit was filed 
and made rehabilitation impossible. 


"The probable effect of the suit on 


the receiver," continued Bdolf, "will be 
to cause him to interplead, so that what- 
ever sum of money may be recovered 
through it shall be turned over to him 
as one of the assets of the bank for 
the common good of all of -its creditors. 
The plaintiffs in the suit will certainly 
not be permitted to handle the money, 
and distribute it as they see fit. If 
racovered, it will have to be distributed 
for the equal benefit -of all depositors, 
just like other assets 
of

bank. 


Therefore, I don't see what good they

Melrose Pastor Declares to Friends of Mr. 


Bridge That He Had Been

Tanner, pastnr of the Melrose Baptist 
Church and Supervisor Bridge at a meet- 
ing: of the Melrose Improvement Club last 
Tuesday night. Supervisor Bridge was si- 
lent this morning. 
"I have nothing1 to say about the sub- 
ect," he declared. 
"I have my own 
ivay of doing tilings and dealing with 
people. 
1 am not yet prepared to say 
what. I shall do. 
There were people 
present at tho time you speak of and I 
shall have to refer you to them if you 
desire Information on the subject." 
Among.the people present at the meet- 
ing was George A. Taylor, treasurer of 
the Melrose Improvement Club. 
Taylor 
was not disposed to talk on the subject, 
but when it wag made apparent to him 
that silenco might do Injustice to Bridge, 
In view of the charges which had been, 
made against the latter, he said: 
"Supervisor Bridge, was invited to at- 
tend the meeting of the Melrose Improve- 
ment Club last Tuesday evening to meet 
a committee on street improvement. 
"The Rev. Dr. Tanner, who received 
a circular stating the nature of the meet- 
ing and reciting the fact that Mr. Bridge 
was going to be present, inquired of his 
neighbors the nature of the proposed 
meeting. Finding that the club had been 
formed for the good and advancement of 
the community he attended for the pur- 
pose of starting a movement to estab- 
lish a reading room for boys. 
Condemns Pastor. 
. 
Wf*. 


'It was rather late in" the evening 
when Mr. Briuge learned of Rev. Mr. 
Tanner's presence and he then asked a 
friend to introduce him to the clergy- 
man. 
The request was complied, with 
and no time was lost in getting down to' 
the plain is SUP." 
"Mr. Bridge condemned Mr, Tanner 


for having spoken of him in the manner 
he had.done without first investigating 
and looking into his character, both as 
a private citizen and as a public of- 
ficial. He .told Mr. Tanner in language 
that coukl not be misunderstood that lie 
had been wronged 
by 
the 
unfounded 
charges of the minister and that his 
family hat! been humiliated by the same 
baseless charges. 
He further declared 
that his personal character was beyond 
reproach. 
This declaration was made 


in such a manner as to attract the at- 
tention of the people standing around 
and was endorsed by the liberal applause 
of the people. 
He emphatically denied 
the charges of the clergyman and as- 
serted that he--had not allowed one new 
saloon to be established in Melrose and 
that he had stopped the establishment of 
at least ten saloons In that territory. 
"He further assorted that he was rep- 
resenting the mass of the people and no 
particular class. 
He also said that he 
wag doing his plain duty and was striv- 
ing to further the better interests of the 
community according to tlie wishes of 
the people. He then declared with em- 
phasis that when a minister of the gospel 
arose in his pulpit to slander a man and 
intimated that that man would turn out 
his neighbors and put in thplr stead, one 
line of saloons, he was no minister at 
all. 
Minister Makes Denial. 


"Dr. Tanner replied" that he had been 
seriously misquoted by the papers and that 
he d!d not usually take the trouble to cor- 
rect such misquotations. He asked Mr. 
Bridge to examine the original manu- 
script and then criticise what he might 
find faulty. 


"Regardless of this denlel by Dr. Tan- 
ner of what he Is alleged to have said 
about Supervisor Bridge," said another 
resident of Melrose, "I would like to di- 
rect your attention to a copy of a Fruit- 
vale paper which bears date of January 
30 of this year In which you will find the 
very statement against Supervisor Bridge 
which Rev. Mr. Tanner says he never 
made. 
As the article in question Is 
signed by that minister himself he can- 
not very well go behind the returns." 


While thfl representative of this paper 
was talking to Taylor, ex-Supervisor Tal- 
cott came along and the charges of Rev. 
Mr. Tanner were brought to his atten- 
tion and, In commenting upon the matter, 
iiald:

..- "I have known Mr. Bridge for a num- 
ber of years. 
I see that Mr. Tanner lias 


c.harged him with being a Judas Iscarlot.
